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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Specification

Appropriate correction is required to these as well as any other speUing/grammar 
mistakes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose nor render obvious the claimed combination of subject matter, particularly the filter unit 
comprising at least one cross-flow filter, said cross-flow filter preferably being a membrane 
filter. The prior art show "dead end" filters, i.e., filters that only have 1 inlet before the filter and 
1 or more outlets after the filter. A cross-flow filter, as is known to those skilled in the art, has 
an inlet and an outlet on one side of the filter and an outlet on the other side of the filter; the inlet 
flow being parallel or roughly parallel to the filter membrane. To modify the prior art would 
require structural modifications beyond what one skilled in the art would do. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
